and held under $500 bond in a shooting for 
carrying a prohibited weapon. The article 
also stated that this man had shot another 
man, who "dIedT""Wh'y wasn't this man 
charged with murder? 


In the news story you cite, police 


repi' ;d two men shot in this incident died 
of tlieir wounds, with one fatally shooting 
..other in a disagreement over a ride 
tiome between them. Then, police 
reported, the third man told the survivor 
tie "should be ashamed of himself" 
whereupon this man shot several times at 
the third man, missing, and he, in turn, 
pulled a gun and fired back. 


This subject was charged by police with 


carrying a prohibited weapon, and 
followed up by filing charges of in- 
voluntary manslaughter as the report 
from police indicated would be done, Chief 
Don Massey said. 


"The reason he wasn't charged with 


murder was the other man shot at him 
first—twice-and he (arrested subject) had 
a gun on him which he pulled and shot 
back," Massey said which made the 
charge involuntary manslaughter, not 
murder. Massey said the shooting will be 
referred to the next grand jury and the 
cafe where it took place has been closed. 


What is the monthly, or annual salary of 


the county treasurer now that this office 
has been made a fulltime office? And, why 
aren't county employes paid as much as 
highway department employes? 


The county treasurer's annual salary is 


$11,880, says County Judge Rob Dunn. 


Judge Dunn said highway department 


personnel are state employes and counties 
are not required to "compete" with state 
pay scales. 


"And, I don't feel Navarro County is in 


financial position to compete with the 
State of Texas as far as salary and wages 
go, and hold the taxes down," Judge Dunn 
said. He added if any employe wanted to 
quit the county and try to get a job with the 
highway department he is free to do so. 


At the intersection of Forest Lane with 


Dobbins Road, who has the right-of-way, 
and why hasn't there been either a yield or 
stop sign put there? 


Guy Rushin, Corsicana's Traffic Safety 


Office coordinator, says his office has 
recommended to the city a yield sign be 
placed on Dobbins Road on the basis of a 
traffic count he conducted. 


According to the Traffic Code of Cor- 


sicana of 1964, Dobbins Road 
was 


designated as a' 'boulevard" with right-of- 
way from its beginning at North Beaton to 
its deadend near Collins Middle School, but 
Rushin points out Forest Lane was not 
opened as a street then connecting to 
Dobbins. Rushin made traffic counts 
which showed 1,078 vehicles per day on 
Dobbins and 2,947 vehicles per day on 
Forest Lane, and on this basis the Traffic 
Safety Office has recommended to the City 
Commission placing a yield sign on 
Dobbins.

City Charter election 
won't be held April 1

The city charter amendment 


election will not be held in 
conjunction with the April 1 
election as the result of action 
not taken last night by Cor- 
si'bana city commissioners. 


By refusing to act on the 


ordinance calling the special 
election, 
the 
commissioners 


delayed the matter in order to 
take more time to look at the 
problem 
of 
single-member 


districts and other matters. 


The cancelling of the charter 


amendments from.the April 1 
election 
was suggested 
by 


Mayor Sue Youngblood who 
said "I sort of agree with the 
Daily Sun editorial tonight" and 
added she thought a charter 
amendment 
should 
include 


some form of single-member 
district proposal. 


COMMISSIONER Bob Scott 


agreed with this suggestion, 
asking "Why not get it all 
together and get it all done at 
once rather than rush into it like 
we would be doing." 


At this point, Commissioner 


H.R. Stroube, Jr., the only other 
member of the 
commission 


present, remarked "I hate to be . 
told what to do by other 
people." Stroube, 
who had 


earlier quesioned the inclusion 
of the amendments for filling 
vacancies and removing of- 
ficers 
with 
the 
original 


associate judge amendment, 
did not second Scott's motion to 
table the amendments and the 
matter passed. 


During the 
discussion 
of 


charter amendments, August 
Wendorf presented a list of 
proposed charter amendments 
compiled by a group of people 
from most of the city's voting 
areas. 


INCLUDED in this list was a 


single-member district 
plan 


calling for a commissioner from 
each of the city's nine voting 
precincts with the mayor voting 
only to break ties. Also, the 
citizen's 
proposals 
provided 


that should a mayor or any 
member of the 
commission 


miss 
three 
consecutive 


meetings, his position would be 
declared vacant and then filled 
by commission 
appointment. 


Other changes proposed by 


the independent citizen's group 
include designating ail qualified 
voters 
with 
one 
year's 


residency as eligible for elec- 
tion to city posts as opposed to 
the current two-year residency 
stipulation; the citizen's right 
for a recall election for any 
elected official provided 25 per 
cent of the voters in the last 
election sign such a petition; 
and 
the 
raising 
of com- 


missioners' salaries from $5 to 
$12.50 a meeting and the raising 
of the mayor's salary from $7.50 
to $25 per meeting. 


DURING the course of his 


presentation of these proposals, 
Wendorf 
told 
the 
com- 


missioners 
"There 
is 
a 


possibility of a liability "in 
recent 
city 
action 
because 


"some 
things 
have 
been 


overlooked in the charter." 


He specifically noted that 


some provisions of Section 13 of 
the charter have not been 
abided by. 


This section deals with the 


passing of ordinances, saying 
such ordinances must have two 
readings 
at 
two 
separate 


meetings at least seven days 
apart 
and 
then 
must 
be 


published at least once in a 
newspaper 
of 
general cir- 


culation in the city. 


The ordinance also provides 


for a third reading of the or- 
dinance if needed to declare the 
ordinance law after the mayor 
has not signed the ordinance 
within a 10 day time period. 


Wendorf did not elaborate as 


to the commission's alleged 
irregularity"' 'concerning 
this 


ordinance. 


SPEAKING on the single- 


member district aspect of the 


proposal, Wendorf cited the two 
vacancies on the commission as 
evidence 
that 
nine com- 


missioners would not be too 
many. He further noted "Some 
sections of Corsicana feel like 
step-children" because of their 
inability to get more local 
representation on the com- 
mission. 


He added that when the city 


starts redistricting, it will be 
faced with a difficult assign-

Civil suit filed 
against Sessions 


FAIRFIELD — A civil suit has been filed against 


Freestone County Sheriff J.R. Sessions Jr. by Dave 
Wallace Roberson of Leon County, a former prisoner in 
the county jail. 


In the suit filed Jan. 28, Roberson seeks a total of 


$225,000 in damages which he contends occurred as a 
result of being imprisoned in the Freestone County Jail in 
Fairfield. According to Sheriff Sessions, Roberson is 
seeking $75,000 for each of three different complaints, 
including compensatory damages for pain and suffering, 
punitive damages for willful disregard of the plaintiff's 
rights, and nominal damages for mental anguish. 


Roberson's suit also seeks an injunction restraining the 


Freestone Sheriff's Dept. from continuation. 


Among other things, Roberson alleges that he broke out 


of the jail in Fairfield in 1973 for "medical attention" and 
to protect his welfare, according to Sessions. 


The sheriff said he presumes the suit will be heard in 


Waco, where it was filed. Asked to comment on the suit, 
Sessions said, "It's harassment."

lines. 


But, Monday County Judge 


Robert Dunn told The Sun that 
the county is not currently 
planning any such redistricting. 


Noting

before he took office, Dunn 
added "I don't consider it 
gerrymandering."In question is 
County Precinct 1, an hour- 
glass 
shaped

which narrows to only a block in 
width as it dissects Corsicana 
from southeast to northwest, 
practically 
bisecting Cor- 


sicana's black community in 
the process. 


In defending the current 


county lines, Dunn noted that 
the county is divided according 
to both population and the in- 
clusion of nearly 300 miles of 
county roads in each of the four 
precincts. 


DUNN stressed the fairness 


of current county lines, adding 
that only a court case could 
decide the matter finally. 


Contacted this morning, Scott 


said he "didn't expect the 
county to cooperate" and that 
the groundwork for a law suit 
was already being laid. 


Citing the necessity of single- 


member city districts, Scott 
said "We can't do it without 
crossing county lines. It'll take 
three, four, six to eight months, 
but it'll be done here through 
the courts just like it has 
everywhere else." 


Scott said he feels Dunn is 


"doing the job as he sees it," 
stressing 
the 
fact he 
has 


"nothing derogatory to say 
against him." 


BUT, THE city commissioner 


is quick to add "These things 
need to be done. They have to be 
done." 


Single-member districts at 


the city level are dependent on 
county 
commission 
precinct 


lines 
because 
city 
voting 


precincts cannot cross county 
precinct lines under state law. 


During 
Tuesday's com- 


mission 
meeting, 
Russell 


reported on numerous problems 
of 
splitting 
the 
precincts 


without gerrymandering

He noted that to divide the

precinct lines would negate the 
black vote while having a 
commissioner from each of the 
city's nine voting precincts 
would be equally unfair due to 
the wide range in the number of 
registered voters in precinct.

Navarro expects about 
$100,000 extra from bill 


Navarro 
College 
will 
receive 
ap- 


proximately $100,000 in additional state funds 
because of the large enrollment increase if 
the emergency appropriations bill is passed 
by the Legislature and signed by the gover- 
nor. 


Dr. Kenneth P. Walker, president of the 


college, returned from Austin Tuesday where 
he had been working with State Rep. Forrest 
Green, Sen. Ron Clower and personnel of the 
Texas Education Agency and the Coor- 
dinating Board who are supporting the 
emergency appropriations bill. 


According to Walker, both the Senate 


Finance 
Committee 
and 
the 
House 


Appropriations Committee approved the $18 
million 
emergency 
bill 
with 
recom- 


mendations that it be passed by the House and 
the Senate. Gov. Dolph .Briscoe gave his 
support to the bill and encouraged quick 
action by the legislature. 


The exact amount of money which Navarro 


College will receive will not be known until 
the state enrollment reports which are due in 
March have been prepared and submitted so 
that the formula rates may be used to 
calculate the Navarro College portion of the 
emergency funding. 


WALKER noted, however, that based on 


the large enrollment increases of the summer 
and fall of 1974 which are already known, the 
college should receive approximately $86,000. 
Since the spring 1975 enrollment is nearly 8 
per cent above the fall enrollment and 45 per 
cent above last spring's enrollment, he an- 
ticipates that the total emergency funding 
will be approximately $100,000. 


In a news release'from the college, Dr. 


Walker said that the standard and commonly 
used method of reporting college enrollments 
is the "headcount" enrollment which means 
the number of individuals enrolled at the 
college regardless of the number of courses 
being taken. 


The formula for funding the colleges is 


related to the number of contact hours being 
taught to those students and has no 
relationship to the older and now deleted 
method referred to as "full time student 
equivalents". 


The old full-time equivalent method was 


merely an arbitrary method of averaging 
student enrollment, he said, since many 
students took less than 15 hours and many 
students took more than 15 hours. 


THE old funding system provided a certain 


number of dollars for each averaged full-time 
student equivalent, arrived at by dividing the 
total semester credit hours being taught by 15 
to arrive at the "averaged figure" which 
represented 
the 
"full-time 
student 


equivalent." 


The current method of funding deals 


specifically with the number of hours which 
students are being taught by the college and 
then multiplying those hours by the dollar 
rate to arrive at total funding. 


Dr. Ben Jones, former college president, 


had asked in a letter to the editor Sunday that 
the college release the fall, 1974 enrollment 
based on the full-time student equivalent 
figures, the method generally used during his 
tenure. 


The college did so Monday, and Walker had 


been out of town and unavailable for com- 
ment.

Panel approves 
pension raise 
for teachers 


AUSTIN, Tex. <AP) - The 


House Public Education Com- 
mittee has approved a Senate 
bill raising Pensions for retired 
school teachers. 


Action by the House is ex- 


pected next week. 


The bill cannot take full ef- 


fect, however, unless the voters 
approve 
a 
constitutional 


amendment in April expanding 
the legislature's power to pay 
state tax dollars into the Teach- 
er Retirement Fund. 


Pending that election, the bill 


would provide $4 million in im- 
mediate pension increase for 
retired teachers. 


If the amendment passes, the 


bill would increase benefits by 
from 5 per cent for teachers 
who retired between May 31, 
1971, 
and Sept. 1, 1973, and 18 


per cent for those who retired 
before March 31, 1969. The bill 
appropriates $98 million to the 
retirement fund to finance the 
increases for the lifetimes of 
the affected retired teachers. 


Leonard Prewitt, executive 


secretary of the Teacher Re- 
tirement System of Texas, said 
the largest increases would go 
to those who retired before bas- 
ic benefits were increased in 
1969. 


"This is the group that is 


hurting the most," Prewitt 
said, remarking that a teacher 
with 30 years' experience who 
retired before 1969 now receiv- 
es a pension of between $160 
and $200 a month. 


Also sent to the floor Tuesday 


was a Senate-passed bill repeal- 
ing the law requiring a census 
every five years of persons be- 
tween six and 18 yearrs old. 


Rep. Carlyle Smith, D-Grand 


Prairie, the House sponsor, 
said the scholastic census, used 
at one time for apportioning 
state school aid, had outlived 
its usefulness.

former who made strong im- 
pressions in two of 1973's most 
acclaimed — and least patron- 
ized — films, "Mean Streets" 
and "Bang the Drum Slowly." 


Francis Ford Coppola chose 


him to portray young Vito Cor- 
leone in "The Godfather, Part 
TJ," an assignment that should 
have given De Niro pause on 
two counts: 
1. He would be 


portraying the younger version 
of Don Corleone, created unfor- 
gettably by Brando in "The 
Godfather." 


2. He would have to play 


nearly all of the role in Sicilian, 
a language he didn't know. 


"It was an interesting prob- 


lem and something of a chal- 
lenge to me as an actor," said 
De Niro. "I guess I should have 
been more cautious about it, 
but I thought it was worth a 
try." 


He was here for talks about

Rice Council busy

RICE - The Rice City 


Council had a busy session 
Tuesday. Business 
included 


approval of a 1975 budget, 
setting a tax rate, raising the 
speed limit for trains, and 
approval of a $75 payment to the 
Corsicana Emergency Corps 
for the inclusion of Rice in a 
four-county 
communications 


system. 


The budget approved by the 


council calls for a total ex- 
penditure in 1975 of 8,639. Major 
proposed expenditures include 
$2,000 for the volunteer fire 
department to be used in con- 
structing a fire station, and 
$2,776 for street repairs. 


A salary of $960 for the city 


marshal and $120 for the city 
judge are 
included in the 


budget, plus $600 for street 
lights, $200 for legal expenses, 
and $50 for an audit. 


THE $8,020 general 
fund 


added to an $8,000 reserve for 
contingencies provides a total 
operating 
fund 
of 
$16,020, 


Revenue sharing funds are 
expected to total $1,830. 


On a motion by Kenneth 


Rawlings, the council agreed to 
put what city money that is not 
allocated 
for 
expenditure 


during a 90 day period into a 
savings account so that it can 
draw interest. The motion 
passed 4-1, with Rawlings, 
Grady McCall, Ernest Reynolds 
and Dow Mahaley voting in 
favor of the proposal and 
Richard Perry abstaining. 


On a motion by Mahaley, the 


council voted to simplify the 
city's taxing method by cutting 
property valuations in half and 
taxing on the full values listed.

generating major interest. 


Chrysler, the first to come out 


with rebates, is offering buyers 
rebates of up to $400 on some 
models through Feb. 16. Ford 
and General Motors Corp. is 
offering rebates of from $200 to 
$500 on specific small car 
models up to Feb. 28. The fourth 
car-maker, American Motors, 
has announced rebates from 
$200 to $600 on selected models 
until Feb. 28. There is no 
American 
Motors 
dealer 


agency in Corsicana. 


Industry sources report 1973 


was the biggest year for new 
car sales and 1974 was the 
poorest in 14 years, Associated 
Press 
reports, 
with 
the 


tightening economy and the 
energy crisis which loomed 
sharply on the horizon late in 
1973. 


NEW CAR sales in Corsicana 


in 1974 were off as much as 50 
per cent at one agency to a low 
of IB to 20 per cent at most 
others. 


Co-owner G. H. Weatherby 


said new car sales for Goins- 
Weatherby Ford were "50 per 
cent off 1973 which was the best 
year any auto dealer ever had." 


What effect has the Ford 


Motor Co. rebates had on 
business since announced? 


"It has created some shopper 


traffic, generated some 
in- 


terest in new car purchases, 
and 
a 
few more sales," 


Weatherby said, so far. 


TOM WHITE, owner of Tom 


White Chevrolet, said it is too 
early to measure right now, but 
he feels rebates "will help even 
though they are just on selected 
models." He reported 1973 was 
the firm's "largest year" in 
history, and total sales of new 
cars in 1974 were 82 per cent of 
1973. 


White said he thought the 


factory rebates will help give a 
"positive 
attitude" 
to 
the 


economy and this, in his 
opinion, is whdt news media 
should reflect, 
not on the 


negative side of how poor sales 
were in 1974. "That's past 
history; let's look ahead for the 
best," he urged. 


"I would say that rebates 


have helped," replied Claude 
Hervey, 
owner of Hervey 


Motors, dealers for Chrysler, 
Plymouth and Dodge. 


Acknowledging his agency's 


1974 sales were off about 25 per 
cent from 1973, "We are trying 
to make 1975 better and it is not 
hard to do, as 1974 was bad 
generally for the industry," 
Hervey said. 


"WE'VE HAD quite a few 


orders 
already 
and

deliveries," Hervey reported, 
terming the instigation of 
rebates a move "that has given 
a shot in the arm" to car sales. 


At the largest GM dealership 


in town—Stewart Motor Co., 
which handles Cadillac, Old- 
smobile, Buick and Pontiac, co- 
owner Maco Stewart said U0ur 
business is fair. It has been fair 
all along, with 1974 sales off 
about 20 per cent from 1973." 


As Stewart's has only two of 


the small model cars GM is 
giving rebates on, Stewart said 
"rebates haven't helped us all 
that much." 


"I personally feel," Stewart 


said, "they ought to have 
rebates on all the cars, not just 
specific car models." 


JOHNNY SIRMAN, owner of 


Sirman Motor Co., the new car 
agency for Lincoln and Mer- 
cury, reported his 1974 sales 
were off 19 per cent from 1973's 
good sales year. 


Car men report the dealers 


who are receiving the greatest 
benefit are those agencies who 
have an inventory of cars on 
hand o! the types for which 
rebates apply or they can take 
orders and get delivery on by 
the specified manufacturers 
deadline.

the rebates "creates traffic" 
getting lookers into show rooms 
where salesmen have an op- 
portunity to try to make a deal 
on cars they have in stock.

One of the features of life in 


our 
democracy 
is 
power 


struggles. We are most familiar 
with 
those 
involving 
the 


president and Congress or the 
Supreme Court and those in 
Texas between the governor 
and the Legislature. 


I want to tell you about one of 


the big ones going on in Texas 
today that you may not know 
about in the field of education. It 
is called the unification issue 
between 
the 
Texas 
State 


Teachers Association and the 
National 
Education 


Association, 
and 
while 
it 


directly 
involves 
teachers, 


anything 
that 
involves 


education is public business. 


•Many of us are 
longtime 


members of and admirers of the 
TSTA. Much of the progress in 
Texas education has been due to 
their leadership, as well as most 
of the salary improvements. It 
takes pressure to bring about 
progress, as it always costs 
money. 


During most of this time, the 


national organization has not 
been too popular with Texas 
teachers due to various issues. 
Most of the work has been done 
by the TSTA. When I was a 
public school teacher, I usually 
joined everything: TSTA, ME A, 
and the local 
organizations 


because I wanted to and thought 
each one had a good purpose. In 
recent years, however, the NEA 
has put the pressure on through 
the unification issue. 


This simply means a policy by 


which a teacher cannot join one 
of these three organizations 
without joining all three of 
them—national, 
state, 
and 


local. To put some bite into the 
issue, they added the clause 
that if the TSTA didn't unify, 
they could no longer be a 
member of it at all, and the 
NEA would have to select 


another affiliate to represent 
them 
in 
Texas, 
like 
The 


Classroom 
Teachers 


Association. 


Many teachers 
in Texas 


opposed unification for many 
reasons; thus when the issue to 
unify was presented to all 
members of TSTA, it 
was 


defeated by a 2-1 majority. 
However, that didn't stop the 
drive. In fact, to the surprise 
and 
opposition 
of 
many 


teachers, the officers of TSTA 
have joined all-out in the drive 
to force unification; thus the 
matter will soon be voted on 
again. 


I am bothered by it all. The 


TSTA has done a marvelous job 
in Texas for education and 
Texas teachers without help 
from the NEA. I would per- 
sonally prefer to see it remain 
that way, leaving membership 
in NEA voluntary. 


I hate to see the shots being 


called by people outside of 
Texas. I regret even more to see 
the division it will bring among 
Texas teachers. We have done 
what we have done through 
unity —in Texas.

This is one man's opinion, and 


I will not be surprised if you do 
not hear other opinions on the 
subject soon.

a good year, and I believe we 
are going to have a good year in 
1975," Ferguson said capping

During 1974, he reported the 


Foundation had revenues and 
carryover funds of $37,450, and 
made expenditures of $37,667 
exclusive of its campaign to 
raise $150,000 in a subscription 
drive toward acquisition and 
development of the new 154- 
acre IH-45 Park. 


Thus far, this campaign has 


generated 
$133,975 in total 


pledges of which $50,235 has 
come in, and is now available 
for utilization in developing an 
access road into the park and 
preliminary development of the 
first sites for sale to new in- 


dustrial prospects, he noted. 


Ferguson said thus far the 


Foundation has spent $151,000 in 
buying the land, having 
it 


surveyed and platted, some 
engineering performed on the 
needed road and drainage, right 
of way for the entry road and 
clearing of a portion of the 
property. He estimated another 
$332,000 will be needed to fully 
implement the overall plan for 
development of the park and 
gained from the board a con- 
census that the Foundation 
should proceed with putting in a 
temporary road and getting 
some parcels ready for sale at 
$4,000 an acre with these in- 
coming funds thus generated 
enabling additional develop- 
ment stages of the entire 
property.

How to get more meat 
I for your meat dollar 


Price per portion, not price per pound 


No mailer what cuts of meal you buy, here's an 
important rule to follow. It's the price per serving that 
counts, not the price per pound. If boneless round is 
$1.49 per pound it's a better buy than short ribs at 
98* per pound. Because you can get 4 servings out 
of the boneless round at about SBC apiece. Whereas 
you might only get two servings out of the short ribs 
at about 49C apiece. 
Of course the size of a serving really depends on 
your family's individual needs. But three ounces of 
cooked lean meat is the most common definition of a 
serving. And two is a satisfactory amount for small 
children, or older people with small appetites. 
In planning your shopping list, the following guides 
to portions per pound can help. 


Purchase 
Yield: 


1 Ib boneless low-lal moal. 
3-4 porlions 


such as le;in moal cubes 
or roast. 
1 Ib nonoless (ally moal 
S-4 porlions 


1 Ib. small-bone meal, such 
2 porlions 


as blade roast or chops. 
i to one pound bony meal, 
1 porlion 


such as spareribs. 


Tips from the A&P Butcher. 


Meat you buy at special prices is an investment that 
pays off when you use some and store the rest in 
your home freezer for fulure use. To make the most 
of this opportunity to save, here are some freezer 
tips. 


Wrap meats in single meal, or single portion 


quantities. 


2. Put two sheets of paper between pairs of shaped 
patties or steaks, so that they can easily be separated 
while still frozen. 


3. Wrap the meat tightly in moisture and vapor-proof 
paper. Lay the meat in the center of the wrap, bring 
the long edges together, fold over and over, 
butcher's style flat against the meat, fold ends of the 
wrap over and over to make a tight seal. Tie firmly or 
seal with freezer tape. 


4. Label each package with contents and date of 
storage. Be sure to use the meat before the 
recommended storage time is up. 


5. Freezer storage times are 6-B months for beef and 
poultry, 6-7 months for lamb, 3-4 months for pork 
and veal, 1-3 months for ground meat and cooked 
meat and 1 month for sausage.
